The difference probably boils 


down to the fact that vigorous 
William — the man who dared to 
eross the English channel that 
Adolph Hitler didn't — was a home 
town boy.

too much to offer the Normans.

base his case against David _E. 
Lilienthal largely on accusations 
that the Atomic Energy commis- 
sion has been lax in keeping A- 
bomb secrets. 


Colleagues said that if the sen- 


ate-house atomic committee lets 
him, Hiekenlooper may attempt 
to prove that about a core of 
persons whose loyalty has been 
questioned at one time or another 
are still holding key jobs m Ihe 
AEC setup. 


In addition, they said Hieken- 


looper probably will try to show 
UUkft loopholes in security regula- 
tion —and lapses in enforcement 
of the rules—have been such that 
alert spies could have obtained 
some vital information. 


Charge He's Wasteful 


Adding these together 
with 


what he has called "wasteful' 
administrative practices may sum 
up Hickenlooper's case of "incredi- 
ble mismanagement" against La- 
lienthal as AEC chairman.

which they set forth in the three 
secret sessions. 


Since yesterday each delegation 


has been studying two rival pro-

Berlin. 
One was submitted by 


U. S. Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson, the other 
by Soviet 


Foreign Minister Andrei Y. Vish- 
insky. Britain and France sup-' 
port the American proposal. 


Each plan was an elaboration 


of the drafts submitted by Ache- 
son and Vishinsky Friday when 
the council went into closed ses- 
sion in the hope of working out 
a suitable compromise. 


'*Reds, West Disagree 


Russia and the west disagreed 


at the closed meetings. There is 
little likelihood of their agreeing 
today. 


A high French official said that 


because of the deadlock each side 
wants open meetings now to put 
its arguments on record. 


Informed sources said the four 


ministers bogged down during 


tbe secret talks over the use of the 
veto la eny four-power super- 
vision of Berlin's city government. 


These sources said the Russians 


want to restore the allied Kom- 
mandatura, as it existed before the 
blockade. 


Right Of Veto 


This would mean wide Komman- 


datura powers and the veto right 
for each of the four countries 
occupying- nations on all of that 
body's decisions.

Should a Menace to Society 


Be Imprisoned or Executed? 


By JAMES MARLOW 


Washington, June 
7—(AP)— 


Should a man who has become a 
"menace to society" be imprisoned 
for life or executed ? 


That old question comes to life 


again in a case just decided by the 
supreme court, although the court 
didn't raise it, at least directly. 


The court was simply deciding

The information 
traced Williams' background ana 
early life. 


Menace to Society 


The judge decided Williams wa 


a "menace to society." 
Ignoring 


the jury's recommendation of hf 
imprisonment, the judge sentence 
Williams to die in the electri 
chair. 


The judge'had received his infor- 


mation after the trial. The jury 


ad seen none of it. 
So Williams' lawyers appealed 
gainst this death sentence all the 
ay up to the U. S. supreme court. 


And yesterday a majority of the 
ustices upheld the New York 
udge. William must die. 


Judge Murphy couldn't go along, 
n a dissenting opinion, he cited 
he "due process" clause of the 
institution which says: 


No one in this country shall be 


deprived of life, liberty or property 
without due process of law." What 
does "due process" mean? 


Murphy says it includes at least 


'the idea that a person accused ot 
crime shall be accorded a fair 
hearing through all the stages of 
the proceedings against him. 


Jury Didn't Know 


In this case, as * mentioned, the 


jury didn't see the information 
which helped influence the judge 
m deciding upon the death sent- 
ence. 


But a majority of the supreme 


court justices saw it another way. 
They said: 


A judge is not confined to the 
narrow issue of guilt"—his task, 
within fixed legal limits, is to 
determine what punishment a con- 
victed man gets. It calls this "in- 
dividualizing sentences." 


The justices praised "prevalent 


modern philosophy of penology 
that the punishment should fit the 
offender and not merely the crime. 


"The belief no longer prevails 


that every offense in a like legal 


category calls for an identical 
punishment withouP regard to the 
past life and habits of a particu- 
lar offender. 


But deep within that reasoning, 


although not mentioned by the 
court, is this problem: 


If a man has a long record of 


crime, is it all his fault? Or how 
much allowance should be made 
for the things that made him 
what he is? 


For instance, his background, 


family life childhood companions 
and the twisted slants because of 
where and how-he grew up. 


What caused him to be an habi- 


tual criminal in the first place ? Is 
he normal? Or is he subnormal? 
And if he is, should he be judged 
on the same basis as a so-called 
normal person? - 


And what responsibility must 


society share in the shaping of a 
criminal ? Can it judge a man who 
grew up in the slums on equal 
terms with one born in better cir- 
cumstances, 
with 
better 
care, 


wealth, health, and hope for the 
future?

Major Hand in China Now 


Bj DBWITT MacKENZIE 
(AP Fwrdf* Affair* Analyst) 
Moecow at long last apparently 


la getting set to take a major 
hand in the development of a China 
that rapidly i* coming under con- 
trol of the Chinese Communist 
armies sweeping down from the 
north. 
Thus far the Russians have 


maintained a studied hands off at- 
titude. Now, however, a respon- 
sible European diplomat in Paris 
•ays Soviet Deputy Premier Molo- 
tov has been placed in charge of 
Russia's policies in the orient. This 
informant predicts an early shift 
in Moscow's attitude of "aloof- 
ness" toward the Chinese Reds. 


Molotov's appointment in itsell 


would lend support rlo this fore- 
cast, for he is Stalin's right hand. 
As a matter of face observers have 
been expecting just such a develop- 
ment in Russian policy towards 
China. 
The time has come to 


start organizing that vast country 
as the keystone of Red influence 
in the Orient. 


Heretofore Russia has played a 


very cautious game. She brought 
Manchuria within her sphere of in- 
fluence, and then seemed to be 
most punctilious in her relations 
with Mao Tse-Tung, the hard-boil- 
ed and efficient leader of the Chin- 
ese Communists. 


Mao Powerful 


Moscow's caution may have been 


due largely to the fact that Mao 


is* a powerful leader and has ex- 
h i b i t e d Nationalist 
tendencies 


which don't fit 'in with Russia's 
edict that the sovereignty of Com- 
munist nations must rest with her. 
In short, there has been much spec- 
ulation abroad whether Mao was 
developing into another Yugoslav 
Tito who would refuse to recog- 
nize Moscow's supremacy. 


Whether this does indeed repre- 


sent Mao's 'attitude remains to be 
seen. He is

A bill to require pasteurization of 
all milk void in Illinois after July 
1, 1990 was killed last night in the 
legislature. 


The house, by a 75-24 vote, re-

New York, June 7—Drew Pearson haa announced in a manner 


calculated to give his charge the maximum publicity that he is 
suing me and King Features syndicate, which distributes my 
compositions, for libel. He alleges that I libeled him in certain 
statements published under my name soon after the tragic death 
of James Forrestal. Pearson had broadcast the false and defama- 
tory charge that Forrestalr a brave man with a proven record 
for courage in mortal danger, had run "out of the back door of 
his house into the alley, leaving his wife to cope with a jewel 
robbery alone." 


•As on a past occasion, Pear- 


son put himself in the position 
of an injured innocent in the 
preliminary publicity and im- 
mediately began private over- 
tures looking toward a settle- 
ment which would permit him

to dodge the question whether 
he is or is not a lying black- 
guard. He is willing to with- 


draw his present suit if I would 
apologize and say publicly that 
he is neither a liar nor a 
blackguard. 


He Is Both 


I reiterate that he is both. 


He complains further that he 
was injured in his reputation, 
such as it is. by my revival 
of a statement published years 


ago by his ex-mother-in-law, 
the late Cissie Patterson, of 
Washington. Her paper alleged 
that Pearson, as a Quaker, had 
"thee'd and thou'd" his way out 
of the first World War. I do 
not know whether he did "thee 
and thou" his way out of that 
war. Pearson did spend a very 
brief time legally under arms 
as a member of the Student 
Army Training corps. For all 
I know to the contrary he satis- 
fied the requirments. I affirm 
that Mrs. Patterson did publish 
the crack that I repeated and 
that Pearson let it pass with- 
out challenge in court. 


This is the second time Pear- 


son has sued me. In such cases 
it is the usual practice of de- 
fense counsel to advise the de- 
fendant to drop the subject 


until the suit Is disposed of lest 
the plaintiff be given grounds 
to charge that the further pub- 
lications prove malice. In the 
present 
case, 
my attorneys 


agree with my belief that Pear- 
son brought this suit to muzzle 
me. Therefore, I am disregard- 
ing the usual course. 


Pearson Came Crawling 


In the first case, Pearson 


soon came crawling and the 
complaint was withdrawn by 
Pearson and his co-plaintiff. 
The Bell Syndicate, without 
apology or retraction and with- 
out cost or consideration. 
A 


final plea was made that I 
should say "something good" 
about Pearson in print. I re- 
plied that I did not know any- 
thing good about him. I still 
don't. 


On that occasion, I wrote that 


Pearson was a liar and faker in 
that he had said, in a national 
broadcast, that Frank Sinatra 
came tc my "apartment" at 
the Waldorf on election night, 
1944, * to attack me and, not 
finding me in. nevertheless got 
into the premises and violently 
disarranged the furniture. As 
Pearson could have ascertained 
if he had been a reporter in- 
,stead of a reckless purveyor 
of falsehoods, I had no "apart- 
ment" but only one room and 
no such incident nor any other 
unusual incident or disorder 
occurred in that room, that 
night nor any other night dur- 
ing my stay. I ascertained by 
direct methods which are the 
basic practice of all news re- 
porters, that Sinatra visited 


Sidney Hillman's political head* 
quarters, which were also the 
headquarters of the disguised 
Communist party, and returned 
to his own apartment at the 
Waldorf where he kicked up a 
hysterical row. A house de- 
tective used force to subdue 
him. Had he come to my room, 
as Pearson said he did, I would 
have thrown him out. 


Defines "Blackguard" 


In the sense of the word 


"blackguard" as I applied it to 
Pearson in the current case, the 
definition given <by Webster's 
new 
international dictionary 


is "a person of low character, 
especially one who uses scurri- 
lous language or treats others 
with foul abuse." I venture no 
opinion of Pearson's character 
but will prove that he 
has 


treated many persons with foul 
abuse. His' language is oily but 
the abusive effect, which is a 
form of scurrility, is there. 


"Habit of Lying" 


"Mendacity" was the other 


word which he specifically re- 
sented. That means a "a habit 
of lying." I stand on my charge 
of mendacity. 


In the first case ot was my 


well-founded belief that Pear- 
son's motive in approaching my 
syndicate with conciliatory ges- 
tures was the fact that my 
lawyers had prepared a com- 
pletely devastating answer giv- 
ing abundant details of 
his 


fakery 
and mendacity. The 


filing of this answer had been 
postponed more than once at 
Pearson's request. At no time

hot issues. Gov. Herman Talmadge 
ordered the meeting. He said he 
was "not interested in personali- 
ties but in giving the best atten- 
tion and services possible to the 
unfortunate inmates." 


The controversy was brought 


to a head Monday when 13 of the 
hospital's doctors tried to resign. 
They were fired instead. Another 
doctor later resigned. Two aged 
physicians remained on the staff. 


Figures showing the services 


extended by the Dixon rent office 
to both tenants and landlords 
since the new federal rent law 
became effective April l"were 
made known today by Philip O.

During the first two months 


under the new law, the number of 
voluntary refunds to tenants by

tenant complaints were docketed 
and compliance was obtained vol- 
untarily in 69 cases, or 54 per cent 
of the number docketed. 


On the "for landlords" side of 


the rent office records, there is 
a two-month total of 122 rent in- 
creases granted after a filing of 
petitions by landlords, on any one 
of the 13 grounds provided in the 
rent law. This number of increases 
granted is out of a total of 185 
processed by the office, or 65 per 
cent of all petitions processed. 


The dollars-and-cents summary 


of increases granted during April 
and May shows the rent increase 
total to be $1509.00, or an average 
increase of $7.50 per unit. 


Driscoll said no rent increases 


on the new grounds of "fair net 
operating income" are included in 
the figures for May, the month in 
which announcement of this new 
form of petition was made. 


Increases Retroactive 


Now being processed, first peti- 


tions on this ground will not show 
up until June figures are com- 
pleted. However, increases grant- 
ed are retrpactive to the date of 
the petition. 


Since so much emphasis has 


recently been placed on this new 
form of petition, Driscoll, 
said 


he wants to point out that fair 
net operating income is only 
of several rent adjustment pro- 
visions open to landlords for ob- 
taining rent increases when justi- 
fied. 


"Four principal adjustment pro- 


visions continue m effect," 
the 


rent official explained. "They are 
major capital improvements, com- 
parability, substantial increase in 
occupancy, and increase in serv- 
ices, furniture or furnishings." 


"This means that landlords can 


still get more rent for improving 
their rental units, or for better 
service to tenants. It also means 
that no landlord is required to 
maintain rents below the level 
generally prevailing for compara- 
ble controlled accommodations "

ject ever made by an education 
group of nationwide standing. 


Eisenhower,* now president of 


Columbia University, Conant and 
18 fellow members of an educa- 
tional policies commission made 
their observations in a 54-page 
report on '"American Education 
And International Tensions." 


The commission was appointed 


by the National Education associa- 
tion and the American Association 
of School administrators. 


Its purpose was to study the 


teaching changes that might be 
advisable in view of political 
tensions that may "keep the world 
in a state of cold war for years 
to come." 


Strategy Lines 


The commission listed 
these 


"main lines of strategy" for Amer- 
ican education: 


1. "Young citizens should 


have an opportunity to learn 
about the principles and prac- 
tices of totalitarianism, in- 
cluding those represented by 
the Soviet Union and by the 
Communist 
party 
In 
the 


United States. The "study 
should be accurate and objec- 
tive, and should make use of 
basic official documents." 


9. "Teaching about Com- 


munism or any other form of 
dictatorship does not mean 
advocacy of these doctrines. 
Such advocacy should not be 
permitted 
in 
American 


•chools. While we expose and 
combat subversive activities 
In this country and abroad 
we must., at the same time 
curb reactionary forces which 
would 
use anti-Communist 


sentiment as a club to threat- 
en every effort to Improve 
society through education." 


S, "The schools should con- 


tinue with vigor their pro- 
granu for giving young citi- 
zens a clear understanding of 
the principles of the American 
way of life and » desire to

4. "Member* of the Commu-

The 
commission 
condemned 


the carlessness and unjust use 
of such words as "Red" and "Com- 
munist" to attack teachers and 
others whose views differ from 
those of their accusers.

"It is because members of the

characterized by conspiracy and 
calculated deceit, that they should 
be excluded from employemnt as 
teachers." 


The commission said that "in the 


years just ahead it will not always 
>e easy to teach such things" as 
responsible action regarding inter- 
national commitments, or the fact 
that it is "deeply patriotic to 
attempt to protect one's country 
from the calamities of war."

Adhesions, Internal Fibrous 
Tissue May Require Surgery

cussing sixhanded Canasta. Ozxie 
said- the best sixhanded game is 
to have' three people on a side, 
two playing and one sitting out.

We both decided this would be 


an • ideal way to play six-handed 
bridge. 
You would sit out one 


hand, then you would play two. 


We agreed, however, that if you

You see, the declarer made the 
mistake of starting in to play 
without bothering to count his 
tricks.

Counting your tricks sometimes 


has to be done two ways. Either 
count your winners or count your 
losers. Declarer knew that he had 
a losing heart and club. There- 
fore, he could afford to lose one 
diamond and still make his con- 
tract. However, the declarer I 
was watching did not make that 
play. He ruffed the second heart, 
cashed the ace of diamonds, and 
then tried to ruff the diamond! 
out. Eventually, of course, West 
had to make the nine of spades. 


How easy it would have been to 


make the hand, had he simply 
cashed the ace of diamonds, ruffed 
the deuce of diamonds with the 
ten of spades, returned to his hand 
by playing dummy's five of spades, 
ruffed the four of diamonds with 
the jack of spades, and now he 
should cash the queen of spades. 
Returning to his hand with the 
ace of clubs, the last trump should 
be picked up and the jack of dia- 
monds led, letting West win with 
the king. Now he has held -bis 
losers to three tricks.

It may come as a surprise to most reader* that the principle of 


civil right* and voting rights for everyone is not something wfatoh is 
yet to appear in the law of the land but on* which has been a constitu- 
tional fact since 1868, 80 yea* ago. It is » fact embodied IB the Con- 
stitution's 14th amendment, passed alter the Civil war. 


Chairman of the Joint commit- 


tee on reconstruction in the post- 
war congress was Senator W. P. 
Fessenden of Maine, a man whom 
historians depict as a legislator of 
remarkable integrity and intelli- 
gence. 


Since an original provision in 


the United States Constitution 
provided that congressional rep- 
resentation is based on the whole 
number 'of free person* in each 
state and three-fifths of all other 
persons, meaning chiefly Negro 
slaves, the end of the Civil war 
and abolition of slavery meant 
that the Negroes were now free 
men and consequently the south- 
ern states would be due an even 
greater representation in congress. 


So Fessenden and the majority 


of hi* committee came to this con- 
clusion: "Political power-should be 
possessed in all the states exactly 
in proportion a* the right of suf- 
frage should be granted without 
distinction of color or race. This, 
it was'thought, would leave the 
whole question with the people of 
each state, holding out to all the 
advantage of -increased political 
power-as an inducement to allow 
all *o participate in its exercise."

blamed for vague symptoms which 
deal about "adhesions" without 
knowing exactly what they are. 
Perhaps the easiest way to de- 
scribe adhesions is to say that 
they are made up of tissue just 
like that of an ordinary scar on 
the skin. Technically this is called 
fibrous tissue. 


The body tends to respond to 


any infection or injury by form- 
ing fibrous, or scar tissue. 
If 


inside portions of the body are 
harmed by an infection or by in- 
jury, similar scar tissue may form 
and produce adhesions. 


For example, if a patient has 


acute appendicitis and the appen- 
dix has been ruptured spilling; the 
infection into the surrounding: tis- 
sue, 
adhesions will often form, 


which may or may not produce 
complications later on. 
MAY NEED SURGERY 


Adhesions have a tendency to 


contract; if they have formed 
around a loop of the intestines. 
tnerelore, they may draw tighter 
and tighter, thus preventing the 
iTf-f fallow of mtefctinsJ contents 
This, m turn, can produce symp- 
toms and may require an opera- 
tion to cut these bands of fibrous 
tissue and free the partly stran- 
gled gut. 


Much depends on where the ad- 


hesions are located, what normal 
structures of the body they are 
bound around, and what the effect 
of this contraction has on the or- 
gana involved. For all these ree- 


rnay or may not be responsible. 


Obviously diagnosis is often dif- 


ficult. Sometimes it can be made 
only after the surgeon has opened 
the suspected area and can see 
for himself. When the finger can 
be pointed at adhesions as the 
cause of some difficulty, an opera- 
tion is generally indicated. Be- 
cause of the origin and nature of 
adhesions, however, the surgeon 
cannot guarantee that new fibrous 
bands will not form at a later 
date. This is not the rule but it 
can happen.

On September 1, 1936 
John 


Richards and his wife, Ann, came 
to Dixon from Toronto, Canada 
with their six 
children. 
They 


stayed at the tavern owned by a 
man by the name of Talmadge 
and two days later their young- 
est child died, just one day be- 
fore Dixon's well-known pioneer, 
Dr. Oliver Everett, came here and 
took up his abode in the same 
tavern. Rates were a 'Tilt stiff" 
—four dollars a week for room 
and board. 


Builds Rouse 


Mr. Richards had been a build- 


er and a 
contractor, 
having 


learned the trade in England. He 
looked around for a logical place 
to build and decided on the prom- 
ontory in the north part of Low- 
ell park where there is now a 
stone marker and definite signs 
of the old cellar. 


He built a frame house with 


a balcony that fall. 
He chose 


that spot because he wanted to 
be able to sit at hia place and 
see the boats go up and down 
Rock river as they hauled produce 
and supplies from the Mississippi 
river to Rockford or thereabouts. 
Only one boat ever came this far 
to satisfy his wishes. 


There was another disappoint- 


ment in his new home. He could 
not get water easily and the fam- 
ily found it necessary 
to 
get 


water 
from 
the 
"Seven-Mile 


Branch". 
A short time, probably 


f. very few years, was as long as 
he put up with this inconvenience 
and he moved his house and fam- 
ily across the nver and a little 
down stream, where he settled on 
a farm and put his house on the 
side of a hill. This place was 
called the "Bluffs."

Pact Wouldn't Have a Chance 


By JAMES MARLOW 


Washington, June S-^(AP)— 


Nobody pays much attention to a 
/sneeze from a man with pneu- 
monia, and— 


In * world that'* very f ick, one 


of America's moat far-reaching 
•tope, the Atlantic Pact, is being 
taken for granted, too. 


So, perhaps better than any- 


thing you can point to, the Ameri- 
can attitude about the Atlantic 
Pact ia a sign of the times. 


There was no excitement when 


all 13 members of the senate's 
foreign relations committee this 
week approved our joining the 
pact. 


Everyone knew the committee 


would bless the pact even before 
it began 16 days of hearings on 
Apnl 27. 


Thf hearings were hardly more* 


than a formality, an open forum 
for anyone who wanted to speak 
his piece for or against the pact. 


Toe committee'* final decision 


was never in doubt. Now it goes 
to the full senate for debate be- 
cause, since the pact is a. treaty, 
two-thirds of the senators must 
vote 
join. 


for it before we actually 


But the outcome there isn't in 


doubt, either, at this writing. And 
within a month or so we can be 
expected to solemnly join the At- 
lantic Pact. 


Vie Stand Together 


Under that pact, or agreement, 


this country and 11 others in the 
North Atlantic area will stand to- 
gether in case of attack by Rus- 
sia.Russia, of course, isn't men- 
tioned by name even once in the 
pact, which is jammed with very 
careful diplomatic language. 


But it's aimed solely at Russia 


and it's a. sharp illustration of 
how this country has changed its 
mind in only 10 years. 


A pact like this was impossible 


in 1939» when Hitler was getting 
ready to let war loose and gobble 
up the terrified western European' 
democracies one by one. ^ 


This country was confused then, 


and split down the middle be- 
tween a desire to stand shoulder 
to Bhoulder with western Europe 
and to stay withdrawn in our an- 


clent isolation. 


Yet, if there had been tuch a 


pact in 1939 Hitler might hav« 
been afraid to start his war. So 
the war taught us that our isola- 
tion had been a booby trap. 


The-proof that we had learned 


came Just before the war ended 
when we joined in organizing the 
United Nations. That was a sensa- 
tional step for us, all by itself. 


But it broke the ice for us In 


making the decion that henceforth 
we'd have to be up to our necks 
in world affairs. 


When the wartime friendliness 


with Russia changed to cold hos- 
tility, we took the next logical 
world steps, but this time to stop 
communism. 


We had decided, having learned 
f 
lesson of 1939, that 
we 


wouldn't let another great power 
gobble up Europe and leave us 
almost alone. 


So, as first move, we gave help 


to Greece and Turkey. It was a 
startling decision, real proof we 
had left isolation behind. 


But it was a block to Com- 


munism. And it made the next 
move seem logical and less start- 
ling: The Marshall plan to help 
western Europe stop Communism. 


Yet, that plan was only econom- 


ic help. We decided that economic 
help wasn't enough, that western 
Europe needed our military help 
against any threat by Russia. 


So we decided to go into the At- 


lantic pact. But this time one 
step had followed 
another 
so 


naturally that the public in this 
country mor^ or less took it in 
stride.

that defeat of the bills probably 
would mean a special legislative 
session later on.

said 


there is a "serious question" that 
the state will have enough in the 
till to meet all appropriations 
approved by the assembly. 


In apparent reference to Steven-

Thompson declared: 


"We don't want to pass appro- 


priation* which are based on 
income from bills which have not 
been paued and may never be 
passed."

courage to face the people and 
increase the taxes needed to pay 
the bills for running the govern- 
ment," he aserted.

Voullly, France, June 8—(AP) 


—Time and war have spared both 
Madame Hamel and her ancient 
atone chateau.

pondents touring European battle- 
fields via the American overaseas 
airlines, the trip wouldn't be com- 
plete without a visit to Madame 
Hamel's chateau. 


For to them it was one of the 


great battlefields of the campaign. 
Around and inside its cream gray 
walls 
raged 
terrible 
conflicts. 


But they were all word battles, 
and all the wounds were mental. 


The battles were between news- 


men and censors of the American 
first army's press camp, which 
headquartered 
in 
the chateau. 


From it the story of the memora- 
ble war in Normandy went out to 
the world. 
I went back to see the place 


with Ivan ("Cy") Peterman of the 
Philadelphia Inquirier and Tom 
Henry of the Washington Star. 


We turned off the highway into a 
leaf-bowered lane between two 
old hedgerows down which the 
time-stained chateau has looked 
for centuries. 


There was great excitement in 


the household when we rolled into 
the courtyard. Madame Hamel 
herself, a white-haired woman in 
her seventies, who has retained 
the blue eyes of childhood, hobbled 
out to meet us. She gave us each 
in turn an apple-pink cheek to 
kiss. 


And when the rest of the fami- 


ly tumbled out we saw that some? 
thing new had been added—two 
small grandsons. They were the 
children of her only son Dumilly, 
a shy farmer of 40-odd who had 
spent three years as a prisoner of 
the Germans.
